Preparing Chicken 

Chicken is a favorite food for 
many people, but you must handle 
and prepare it carefully to avoid 
possible coniamination or spoilage. 
These tips may help. 

After trimming and cutting up 
chicken, wash it thoroughly. Then 
dispose of waste and sanitize the 
work surface to help eliminate bac- 
teria transferred to chicken from the 
work surfaces. 

Don't use wooden cutting surfac- 
es, because they're the perfect breed- 
ing area for bacteria, and are a com- 
mon cause of cross-contamination.: 


Also, don't put cooked chicken on a 
late that has held raw chicken un- 
ess the plate has been washed thor- 

oughly first. 

Never interrupt the cooking pro- 
cess. Always cook chicken to an in- 
ternal temperature of 180 degrees 
F., and reheat leftovers to 165 de- 
grees F. Finally, keep prepared 
chicken warmer than 140 degrees F. 
or cooler than 45 degrees F., be- 
cause bacteria thrive between these 
temperatures. 


Starchy Foods 
Being on a diet doesn't necessari- 
ly mean cutting down on starches. 
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You need starches in your diet for a 
number of reasons. 

For one thing, starchy foods can 
help you cut down on saturated fats 
and cholesterol. Replacing some of 
the meat and high fat dairy products 
in your diet with starchy foods such 
as grains, potatoes, breads and 
noodles will reduce the total 
amount of saturated fats and choles- 
terol you eat. 

Starchy foods without the "ex- 
tras" can help you cut down on cal- 
ories. An ounce of fat has twice the 
amount of calories as an ounce of | 
carbohydrate.

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Many starchy foods, such as 
whole grains and potatoes with 
skin, are good sovrces of fiber and 
some essential vitamins and miner- 
als. Starchy foods also provide the 
calories your body needs for energy 
without the extra fat and cost of 
many protein foods such as high fat 
dairy products and meat. 

In addition, starchy foods can 
save you money. Meats and other 
foods high in animal protein take 
up a large portion of your food dol- 
lar: High carbohydrate foods can ex- 
tend meat dishes.

Mosquitos described as "big 
cnough to tote you off” were dis- 
cussed at Monday night's meeting 
of the Elba City Council. 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan told 
the council that the mosquito prob- 
lem in the city was “terrible” and 
questioned if the chemical used by 
the city was doing it's job in help- 
ing rid the town of the dreaded in- 
Sect, 

Mayor Fred Moore assured all 
the council members that the chem- 
ical used by the city’s spraying 
truck was the best available and 
would do the job, prompting sever- 
al members to suggest that the 
chemical's dosage be increased. 

It was agreed that until the prob- 
lem now existing could be con- 
trolled, the truck would increase its 
hours of operation and attempt to 
spray the chemical in all areas of 
town on a daily basis. 

Councilman Waylon Sharpless 
remarked that it would solve a traf- 
fic hazard if the spraying would be 
done later in the day and more 
lights be placed on the vehicle. 


Commission discusses construction plans 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 24, at the courthouse in En- 
terprise and after much discussion 
agrecd to send out invitations to bid 
to area contractors on the construc- 
lion of a new county health depart- 
ment, in Enterprise. 

The commission had earlier dis- 
cussed the possibility of having 
John Flowers, the county's mainte- 
nance engincer, oversee the project 
in an altempt to cut back on ex- 
penscs, and promised to make a de- 
cision at Monday's mecting. 

_At the mecting this week, 
Comm. Sid Averett stated that he 
had always been in favor of having 
the building constructed by a con- 
tractor and paying for the building 
when the commission was handed 
the keys. 

"I have always contended that the 
best method is to bid the entire pro- 
ject," said Averett, "and. by doing it 
we can have someone to point a 
finger at if something is wrong. If 
the county acts as the contractor and 
then sub-Icts the various areas of 
construction, we will be responsi- 
ble if something goes wrong or the 
project gocs over budget." 

Comm. chairman Billy Eagerton 
reported "I've felt all along that the 
county should be the contractor in 
the project and then sub-contract 
certain areas lo save money. We 
have the people to handle the super- 
vision and we could cut out the 
profit an outside contractor would 
receive." 

John Flowers told the commis- 
sion there were good points on both 
sides of the argument, but did state 
"It wouldn't be any problem to con- 
struct the building as drawn.”

Architect Don Bowden reported 
that while Flowers did have experi- 
ence in construction, the county 
maintenance ei.gineer was not fa- 
miliar with the construction of 
buildings like the one in question 
and reminded the commissioners 
that the project could tic down 
Flowers as long as 8-10 months. 


Comm. Robert Stephens stated 
"My concern has always been how 
much the thing is yoing to cost. I 
have contacted people at the state 
and was told the savings for the 
county as far as not paying sales 
tax On construction materials was 
nol as great as we expected. I want 
to save moncy too, but we can save 
moncy by cutting 2,000 square fect 
out of the building."

Comm. Jim Dubose suggested 
allowing Flowers to work up a 
price for which the county could 
construct the building, using mate- 
rials purchased by the commission 
and county labor, and then compar- 
ing the price to the bids received. 

Averett made a motion to send 
Out invitations to bid on the total 
construction project, excluding 
carth moving, which will be done 
by the county's engineering depart- 
ment, and the motion passed unani- 
mously. 

A difference of opinion concern- 
ing the actual motion surfaced later 
in the meeting when Dubose stated 
any future construction plans in the 
county should be delayed until a fi- 
nal decision is made on the building 
of the health department. 

Averett told Dubose the issue 
had been settled by a unanimous 
vote of the commission; however, 
Dubose declared the commission 
could reject any and all bids and felt 
the county's maintenance engincer 
should work up a cost estimate. 

All commissioners agreed they 
could reject any bids and the deci- 
sion apparently satisfied both Du- 
bose and Averett. 

Mr. Tony Alcuri addressed the 
commission and presented a peti- 
tion from residents of the Rocton 
Community requesting that the 
county install water lines in the 

oa. 

The commission referred Alcuri 
to a representative of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, who 
was present at the meeting to con- 
duct a public meeting concerning 


the county's application for a grant 
to secure funds for the installation 
of rural water systems. 

The representative explained the 
county's efforts to get funding for 
rural water and Alcuri left saying he 
would tcll the residents that the 
commission was trying to help 
them. 

Comm. Stephens told the com- 
mission that it needed to go ahead 
and complete the purchase of land 
adjacent to the county jail in Elba. 

Stephens stated that the land- 
owners had agreed to let the com- 
mission condemn the small strip of 
property to assure the county would 
get a clear deed to the land, then pay 
the appraised value of the land, 
which is $2,200. 

The commission has earmarked a 
small portion of the sales tax to be 
held in a special fund for the jail 
and the money to buy the land 
would come from the fund. 

The commission agreed to begin 
condemnation proceedings, but told 
Stephens to sce what the landown- 
ers would want for a small piece of 
land near the property to be pur- 
chased. 

While on the subject of the jail, 
Comm. Eagerton reported he had 
met with state corrections officials 
and the officials had given their ap- 
proval to a plan to build a dormito- 
ry-style facility adjacent to the ex- 
isting jail in Elba. 

Eagerton stated the facility was 
the type being constructed by the 
state and that a building to house 
60-75 prisoners would cost approxi- 
mately $60,000. 

The lack of space at the area was 
a concern of the commission; how- 
ever, the plan drew no opposition. 


In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***anproved the minutes of the 
previous mecting, with a slight cor- 
rection; 

***accepted low bids from Heath 
Oil (diesel fuel - .595 per gallon), 
All American Concrete (concrete - 
$47.25 per cubic yard) and Alabama 
Steel Supply (steel - $9.80 per 
foot); 

***was presented a painting pur- 
chased at the Piney Woods Arts 
Festival through private donations 
from the commissioners and Pro- 
bate Judge Marion Brunson; 

***heard of plans for a statewide 
survey of sewage systems; 

***approved the commission 
chairman as the contact person for 
SCS projects; 

***rocognized John Caylor as 
the "Employce of the Month" in 
the county highway department; 

***was told that a problem had 
been corrected at Cowpen Creek 
Road; 

***was told that work had been 
completed on three rural bridges; 

***was told that work would be- 
gin soon on replacing two bridges 
on Herman Driggers Drive; 

***reccived the monthly fuel re- 
port; 

***agreed to send out invitations 
to bid on latex rubber; 

***was informed of a signing 
ceremony for the Whitewater Creck 
Watershed Project on Ma, 13; 

***and, authorized the county 
enginecr to attend a solid waste 
management mecting on May 3, 
sponsored by Troy State. 

The next regularly scheduled 
mecting of the commission will be 
on Monday, May 8, in Enterprise.

‘It causes a distinet traffic prob- 
lem when a vehicle gets behind the 
truck,” said Sharpless, “and by 
spraying later in the day there 
would be less traffic."

"This program is needed in every 
community,” stated Chief Hanchey, 
"and we feel fortunate to-be able to 
offer it here in Elba.

No one ever wants to 
admit that there is a drug problem 
in a family or community, but it 
does exist and we hope this pro- 
gram will make everyone more 
aware of the problem and the cure."

The need to cut weeds was also 
brought to the council by Mrs. Lou 
Agner who noted her property had 
been cleaned but lots on either side 
were still unmowed.

A public hearing is scheduled for 
6 p.m. on May 4 and May 11 to 
discuss a proposed sewer project. 

Bills totaling $2340.67 were ap- 
proved for payment.
